LIFE HISTORY 


OF RUST TOLD 


Black Stem Rust Only Thrives 


Where The Barberry Bush Is 


Fargo, INI D., May S.-iN'o scientist 
baa ever been able to find that black 
stem rust could continue to exist if 
the barberry were disposed of, Dean 
H. U Bolley, pathologist of the North 
Dakota Agricultural College, declared 
today before the state academy ot sci- 
ence. 


(He told feis hearers the life history 


of the rust that circles the wheat 
f,tcms and chokes oiT tae nourishment 
from the grains as they are rounding 
into maturity. 
He told how t'va spores in the black 


rust stageJie about ail winter on the 
straw where-they grow or elsewhere, 
how they blow about in the spring 
'and 'die w lerever they may alight ex- 
cqpting only on the leaves of the bar- 
berry bush. The spores are very del- 
icate organisms, he said, and can live 


only on these. Here —,,—17—«• 
the spores'of w>hat is known as stem 
or red rust. 
This is- hardier and 
grows on. grasses and grain. The wind 
takes them and thetr travels are lim- 
ited only toy the range of the wind.

Wheat Showed Marked 


Superiority 


Fargo, N. D., May 6.—That bearded 
grain is a 'rather better yieider than 
non-bearded grain was the conclusion 
indicated 
by L. R. Waldron, plant 
breeder of the agricultural college in 
a discussion«before* the North Da- 
kota academy of science meeting here. 
(He began his; talk with, an acknowl- 
edgment that the beards which work 
their way to the skin through shirts 
and overalls, are not a pleasant thing 
for the shocker to'contend with; he 
admitted that th'e matter was a hard 
oni to dec'de; but he ended by citing 
several cases which seemed to give 
the bearded wheat the advantage. 
"Recently in Delaware it has been 


found in a comparison of over 30 var- 
ieties of groups, bearded and non- 
bearded that the bearded 
wheat 
showed 
in general a marked super; 
iority," said Mr, Waldron in his re- 
port. 
"Over a ten year test the 
bearded wheats outyielded the non- 
bearded by 3.3 bushels per acre. In 
the poorer wheat years the bearded 
sorts wers'-more markedly ahead of 
the non-bearded wheats than in the 
better years. 
"The- bearded wheats seem to be 
more resistant to disease than the 
smooth wheats and the difference was 
responsible largely for difference in 
yield. The bearded wheats saem bet- 
tor able to- resist scab, blight and oth- 
er similar-diseases. 
"The speaker has made crosses of 


.Marquis and Kota wheat and in tho 


I third gensration from the cross there 
are a number "of families which con- 
ain both bearded and smooth plants. 
In the case of a large number of heads 
one should be able to determine with 
considerable exactness whether yield 
is affected by the presence of beards. 
This has been done and the results 
show that when other things are 
equalized the bearded wheat outylelds 
the smooth wheat by abont eight per- 
cent. 
The difference Is not marked 
when applied to one acre 'but if it 
were- applied to the entire wheat crop 
of North Dakota it-would run into a 
handsome figure.
